He took the control head from 880 to A&W to work on being able 
to communicate with the unit for adjustments. Al said that he and 
Tommy tried everything, including building a cable to attempt to 
adjust the settings, with no success. He then suggested that the 
club look at replacing the unit as there is no way to do any 
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adjustment to the repeater settings. Al also reported that Tom will 
not be charging us for the new batteries for the machine. 
Discussion ensued as to should we look into replacing the 
controller unit. It was mentioned that if this were done, we would 
be able to better control the unit settings. Don(KD@HHN) 
mentioned that the club was looking at the Yaesu fusion repeaters, 
but members were not happy about Yaesu’s policy that when you 
sent the unit in for repairs, they would ship you the first available 
unit for replacement. Al(N9MAF) mentioned repeaters from 
Bridgecom and Scom. Question was asked as to what features 
these have. Don (KD@HHN) will check out both and see what 
features are available and send out an email to the club showing 
what options are available and prices so if we have to look at 
replacing the 880 repeater we will know what we may be spending. 


OLD BUSINESS: 


Don (KD@HHN) spoke about the exercise that took place 
on the 28" of October. The event went well, considering some 
propagation issues, which may occur in an actual event. There 
were some issues on the digital portion of the exercise, but this is 
the place to have those issues. One issue raised overall, was a lack 
of training in regular traffic handling and use of the ICS forms. 
Don (KD@HHN) will be working on a possible training class to 
familiarize operators with these forms and how to properly use 
them.
